Up to the presents, very little com has been collected throughout the cci-ntry 
because the farmers have refused to contribute ^ Only in the vicinity of 
C 8 tin;Je v/as tlj© collection more or less satisfactory* 

3.» Government officials explained that iiie vorious ooaraivittees organized .for the 
collection existed oiily on paper and are to blame for the failure <» It 
decreed that the committoos v/ere to be made up of members of the Forty ^ 
members of the People’s Front and inspectors selected frean the people mt
